TO CUT BREAD EVEN. 


A Board the Home Carpenter Will 
Find Easy to Make. 

Here is one of the most useful de- 
vices to which the handy man can 
give his attention. It is very rarely 
that a housekeeper can cut even and 
handsome slices of bread, however

plate look attractive. One slice will 
be thin, another thick, ‘hile another 
will be thick on one edge and thin on 


the other. ‘The illustration shows a 
\Bimple arrangement by. which all the 
slices of bread can be cut of an even 
thickness, without any “slant,” since 
the knife must cut down at right an- 
gles to the loaf every time. 

Cut a piece of pine board to about 
9 by 13 inches. Near one end, on 
either side, insert firmly two pieces of 
very stout wire, bent double, as sug- 
gested in the cut. These wire supports 
shoald be at least seven inches high 
and should have another inch of length 
firmly inserted in the wood. The wire 
should be as stout as No. 12, or larger 
still, and should stand exactly at right 
angles to the board. Put them far 
enough apart so the largest loaf will 
readily go between them and have 
the opening-in each wire standing just 
wide enough so'the knife will slide up 
and down without wabbling. The 
dotted lines show the position of the 
kuife when in place. Screw a little 
strip of wood in front of the wire, just 
far enough ahead to make the slice 
of bread the right thickness. Press 


the loaf up against this guide and cut. 


off a sli¢e, then press the shortened 
loaf up again and vepeat the process.

A GOOD LETTER. 


Ease the Most Conspicuous Literary 
Quality of a Social ‘Letter. 
Ease carried even to the point of un- 
conventionality should be the most 
conspicuous literary quality of a so- 

cial letter. 

Elliptical expressions aré ° proper 
enough in familiar correspondence, but 
they have no place in notes of cere- 
mony. 

Naked egotism is as much out of 
place in a familiar letter as in the 
drawing room or at the dinner table. 

Extreme precision, whether of 
phrase, construction or punctuation, is 
to pe avoided. It may be taken for 

ohne a 
‘famous ‘men and Wel nit 
edited, and it is a pity that we can- 
not have such letters just as they were 
written. 

Letter writing is a form of social 
contract, and the first essential of 
‘puch gontact is courtesy. 

One might almost as well open a 
note in response to a social invitation 
with the phrase, “Yours of even’ date 
received and contents noted,” as pep- 
per our private correspondence with 
the slang of the market place, the law 
courts or the baseball field. 

We should léave out of our familiar 
letters that stupid legal phrase, “in evi- 
dence,’”’ because it is technical, and it 
does not serve as well as something 
truly universal. . 

An unconventional form that is bet- 
ter excluded from any but the most 
familiar correspondence is that in 
which the pronoun “I” as the subject 
of a sentence is omitted. 

It is a pleasant surprise to read a let- 
ter that opens with a sentence directly 
from the heart of the writer, yet most 
of-us are such slaves of convention 
that we fear to shock our correspond- 
ents by any departure from established 
usage,

sugar into alcohol. -Alcohol itself is, 
therefore, a ptomaine, but as to its 
poisonous effects opinions will con- 
tinue to differ. Vinegar is anoiher 
ptomaine, the product of the mierobe 
Mycoderma. acete,. ‘his ptomaine is 
not dangerous whem properly..used. 

‘But there are many dangerous pto- 
maines, the products of ydérious 
putréfactive microbes. ‘The microbes 
themselves: may always be killed by 
. boiling, 
80 killed, as boiled alcohol. is still 
alcohol. The pnly sure way says The 
Baltimore. Anferivan, to prevent pto- 
maine poisoning in meat, fish, crabs 
or any other article. of diet is to kill 
the microbes and thus prevent the 
production of ptomaine. 

Qgabs are not healthy unless killed 
by severe and sudden heat, as by 
being thrown alive into boiling water. 
This practice appears to be cruel, 
but it is just the contrary, as the hot 
water causes the ‘crab to lose con- 
sciousness instantly and its suffering 
ceases at once. And any crab killed 
by boiling ‘water can a eaten with 
perfect safety. 

If crabs are kept’ six Mhoure after 
boiling, they should be boiled again 
for at least a few -moments, aiter 
which they may be kept safely for 
another six hours. Then they, should 
be boiled again, for the same reason 

before, to prevent the production 
o1 ptomdine. It is not safe to keep 
crabs, fish, meats or any other cook- 
ed articles of food longer than six 
or eight hours without reboiling, 
even if kept on ice. 

Ica, retards tha work of microbes,. 
but does not kill the microbe or stop 
his work. In fact, unless the greatest 
care is taken by the housekeeper an 
ice chest may become a most dan- 
gerous incubator of microbes. 

Water made boiling hot is man’s 
best defence against his infinitesimal 
but often fatal enemy, since ®e mi- 
crobe can survive contact with it.

Avoiding the Lancet

If the waist 
or skirt have a white ground, or be all 
white,’ you will be amazed to find how 
much grime and grease may be removed 
by a dry cleanser. Provide yourseif 
with a block of. magnesia of the best 
quality and go faithfully over the fabric, 
not missing a stitch, using the block 
itself as a rubber. .Lay this aside and 
rub—still gently—with 4 clean complex- 
ion brush, working the alkaline powder 
into the muslin. Without blowing it off, 
put the gafment away in a close box 
for two days... Then’ shake, brush, 
and hang in. the wind. If you -have spill- 
ed ice cream or ice-cream soda _ on the 
waist or skirt, the base of the spot is 
grease. Apply the magnesia. It has lov - 
ing affinity for oils of all kinds, 

If you must wash colored organdies 
and lawns, set the colors after you have 
removed grease and grime as far as the 
magnesia will do it. Q@ne word here; It 
is a good plan to rub oily blemishes on 
table linen and wearing apparel with 
chalk or, magnesia before they go into 
the wash. I carried home once when a 
child. what I thought was a funny tale 
of an old lady not remarkable for neat 
housewifery, who called out: “Sally! 
quick! the chalk!’ as the cloth was 
laid for dinner and she espied a great 
grease spot left from a former meal, 

“And a very wise thing it was!’’ com- 
mented my mother, who hated gossip. 
“The chalk loosens the grease and dirt 


I resolved to bring it to a head by the 
following means: I incorporated thoroughly 
these ingpétients: One teaspoonful of castor 
oll, twelve drops of turpentine and three 
drops of carbolic acid, I beat all these into 
an emulsion and applied freely with a 
feather. Before anointing the affected spot 
with the’ mixture I bathed it well with 
warm water and carbolic acid. In two days 
I opened it with a needle, It healed beau- 
tifully. 

I hope this may spare come little tot the 
agony of the lancet.

cold ‘water, an ounce of alum . which 
has been powdered, then dissolved in 
boiling water. Cool it before: mixing it 
with the salt-and-water. Souse the lawn 
in the tub, ‘dipping up and down to wet 
It thoroughly, and turning it several 
times during the two’ hours it should 
have in the brine. At the end of that 
time shake off the dripping wet and 
hang. in the shade until half dry. The 
object of getting rid of superfluous mois- 
ture before hanging the muslins on the 
line. is to prevent the streaks that 
might come from slow dripping down 
the length of skirt or waist. To make 


sure of this, large garments or draperies 
may be rolled lightly In a dry sheet and 
pressed very gently to absorb the wet. 
WhiJe still damp, rinse quickly in cole 
water to dislodge any clinging crystals. 

The rest of the process should also be 
gone through with rapidly. Wash in 
mild suds. ‘Do not rub with soap. Rinse 
as soon as the gown comes out of the 
suds, and do not let it lie for a second 
in the rinsing water. Dry in the wind 
and shade. ‘To hang if in theygsun would 
be ruin to the sénsitive color. 

Cover the ironing board with several 
thicknesses of flannel and these, with 
very thin-muslin. Iron while damp. Tf 
you allow the muslin to get dry and 
then sprinkle it, you will have a 
“patchy” surface. 

Iron colored material on the wrong 
side. ‘The heat of the iron will fade it 
if it be laid directly upon the figures 
on the right side. For doing up black 
lawns and organdies, try this, way: 

Boll two quarts of the cleanest wheat 
bran you can buy in six quarts of 
waier for half an hour.

Then 
wipe dry and let it air for half an ‘hour, 
at least. See to it that no tainted or 
decaying thing goes back into it. 

If the pipes be flushed daily in sum- 
mer, triweekly in winter, with boiling: 
water, after throwing a handful of 
washing-goda into the sink, the slime 
cannot form. About once a month it is 
well to substitite lime for the soda, 
Do .this at night, and let the flushing be 
thorough.
